MATERIALS:— 

PATONS SUPER Scotch Fingering Wool, 2*ply. 
Quantity 3 om. 

Knitting Needles 1 pair each Nos. 11 and 12 

Ribbon. 

Three Small Buttons. 



MEASUREMENTS.— 

Length from top of shoulder 17 ins. 

Width all round at under^arm 20 ins. 



Length of sleeve from under^arm 6 ins. 



ABBREVIATIONS:— See page 19. 

TENSION: — To get these measurements it is absolutely 
necessary to work at a tension to produce SJ stitches to 
the inch in width. Check tension — see page 19. 

(The Coat is wor\ed in one piece to under^arm.) 

Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 320 stitches. 

1st row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, knit plain to last 
10 sts., (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

2nd row. — (K.l, P.l) five times, purl to last 10 sts., 
(P.l, K.l) five times. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

9th row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, ♦ K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., repeat from ♦ to last 10 sts., (K.l, P.l) four 
times, K.2. 

Repeat 2nd row once, then 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

17th row. — Knit plain, knitting corresponding sts. of 
cast'on row with each st. to form a hem. 

Repeat 2nd row once, then 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row.— K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.T, ♦ (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 2, repeat from ♦ to last 30 sts., 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice. K.7, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

2nd and alternate rows. — (K.l, P.l) five times, purl to 
last 10 sts., (P.l, K.l) five times. 

3rd row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.6, ♦ (wl, fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.3, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 2, 
repeat from ♦ to last 29 sU., (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, 
K.5, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.6, (K.l, P.l) four times, 
K.2. 



5th row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.7, ♦ (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 2, repeat from ♦ to last 28 sts., 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.5, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

7th row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.8, ♦ (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) four times, K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 2, 
repeat from ♦ to last 27 sts., (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) four 
times, K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.4, (K.l, P.l) 
four times, K.2. 

9th row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.6, ♦ (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.l 2, repeat from ♦ to last 29 sts., 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.6, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

11th row. — K 2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.5, ♦ (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.5, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.l 2, 
repeat from ♦ to last 30 sts., (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, 
K.5, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.7, (K.l, P.l) four 
times, K.2. 

13th row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.4, ♦ (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.12, repeat from ♦ to last 31 sts., 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, 
(K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.8, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

15th row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.3, ♦ (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., slip 1, 
K.2 tog., p. 6 . 8 . 0 ., wl. fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.12, repeat 
from ♦ to last 32 sts., (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, 
wl. fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., slip I, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
wl. fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.9, (K.l, P.l) four times, 
K.2. 

16th row. — (K.l, P.l) five times, purl to last 10 sts., 
(P.l, K.l) five times, ♦♦ 

Repeat from to ♦* six times. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, * K.2 tog., repeat 
from ♦ to last 10 sts., (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2 
(170 sts.). 

2nd row. — ♦ K.l, P.l, repeat from ♦ to last 12 sts., K.l, 
P.2 tog., (K.l, P.l) four times, K.l. 

3rd row. — K.2, ♦ P.l, K.l, repeat from ♦ to last st.., K.l. 

4th row. — (K.l, P.l) five times, w.o.n., K.2 tog., 
* wl. fwd., K.2 tog., repeat from ♦ to last 11 sts., 
(K.l, P.l) five times, K.l. 

5th row. — K.2, ♦ P.l, K.l, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 
6th row. — ♦ K.l, P.l, repeat from * to last st., K.l. 
Repeat 5th and 6th rows twice. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — K.2, (P.l, K.l) four times, K.5, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l. wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 9, turn. 

2nd row. — Cast off 4 sts., purl to last 10 sts., (P.l, K.l) 
five times. 
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3rd row.— K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times. K.6. (wl. fwd.. 

K.2 tog.) twice, K.5, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.ll, 

K.2 tog.. K.l. 

4th and alternate rows. — K.l, purl to last 10 sts., (P.1, 
K.l) five times. 

5th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, K.7, (wl. fwd., 

K.2 tog.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.9, K.2 tog., K.l. 

7th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, K.8, (wl. fwd., 

K.2 tog.) four times, K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.7, 
K.2 tog., K.l. 

9th row.— K.2, P.1, K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog. (thus forming 
a button'hole), (P.1, K.l) twice, K.6, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) 
twice. K.3, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, 
K.8, K.2 tog., K.l (39 sts.). 

11th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, K.5, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice. K.5, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.ll. 

13th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, K.4, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.l 2. 

15th row. — K.2, (P.1, K.l) four times, K.3, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., slip 1, 
K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K,2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l 3. 

16th row. — K.l, purl to last 10 sts., ,(P.l, K.l) five times. 
Keeping a border of 10 sts. in rib, work 18 rows in 
pattern, making a button-hole as before in 5th and 
following 12th row. 

35th row.— Cast off 12 sts., K.4, (wl, fwd., K.2 tog.) 
twice, K.5, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.IO. 

36th row. — K.l, purl to last 2 sts., K.2 tog. 

37th row. — K.2 tog.. K.2, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.2, 
wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.9. 

38th row. — Like 36th row. 

39th row. — K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) four times, 
K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.8. 

40th row. — Like 36th row. 

41st row. — K.2 tog., K.4, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.IO. 

42nd row. — Like 36th row. 

43rd row. — K.5, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.ll. 

44th and 46th rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

45th row. — K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.l 2. 

47th row. — K.2, wl. fwd., sh'p 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., 
wl. fwd., K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.13. Cast off. 

Join in wool at under-arm, cast off 4 sts., K.71, turn. 

In next row, cast off 4 sts., purl to last st., K.l. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric, decreasing once at each 
end of needle in next and every alternate row, until 
59 sts. remain. 

Continue in plain, smooth fabric without shaping until 
arm-holes measure same as Front arm-holes. Cast off. 
Join in wool at under-arm. 

Proceed as follows: — 

1st row. — Cast off 4 sts., K.13, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, 

K.l, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.2, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, 

K.7, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

2nd and alternate rows. — (K.l, P.l) five times, purl to 
last st., K.l. 

3rd row. — K.l, K.2 tog., K.ll, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, 

K.5, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.6, (K.l, P.l) four times, 

K.2. 



5th row. — K.l, K.2 tog., K.ll, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, 
K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, 
K.5, (K.l, P.l) four times. K.2. 

7th row. — K.l, K.2 tog.. K.ll, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) four 
times. ICl, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.4, (K.l. P.l) 
four times, K.2. 

9th row. — K.l, K.2 tog., K.8, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, 
K.3, wl. fwd , K.2 tog., (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.6, 
(K.l, P.l) four times, K.2 (39 sts.). 

11th row. — K.9, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.5, (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.7, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

13th row. — K.8, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice. K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.l, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.8, (K.l, P.l) 
four times, K.2. 

15th row. — K.7, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., slip I, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.9, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

16th row. — (K.l, P.l) five times, purl to last st., K.l. 

17th row. — K.9, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.l, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.2, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.7, (K.l, P.l) 
four times, K.2. 

19th row. — K.IO, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.5, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.6, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

21st row. — K.ll, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.5, (K.l, P.l) 
four times, K.2. 

23rd row. — K.l 2, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) four times, K.l, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.4, (K.l, P.l) four times, K.2. 

25th row. — K.IO, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.3, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.6, (K.l, P.l) 
four times, K.2. 

26th row. — Like 16th row. 

Repeat from 11th to 19th rows once. 

36th row. — Cast off 12 sts., purl to last st.,-K.l. 

37th row. — K.11, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.1, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.l, K.2 tog. 

38th row. — K.2 tog., purl to last st., K.l. 

39th row. — K.1 2, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) four times, K.l, 
wl. fwd., (K.2 tog.) twice. 

40th row. — Like 38th row. 

41st row. — K.IO, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.3, wl. fwd., 
(K.2 tog.) twice, wl. fwd., K.2 tog. 

42nd row. — Like 38th row. 

43rd row. — K.9, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.6, K.2 tog. 
44th and 46th rows. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

45th row. — K.8, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.l, K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.l. 

47th row. — K.7, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., K.2. 
Cast off. 

THE SLEEVES.— Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 44 
Stitches. 

1st row. — Knit plain. 

2nd row. — K.1, purl to last st., K.l. 

Repeat 1st and 2nd rows three times. 

9th row. — ♦ K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., repeat from ♦ to 
end of row. 

Repeat 2nd row once, then 1st and 2nd rows three times. 
17th row. — Knit plain, knitting corresponding sts, of 
cast-on row with each st. to form a hem. 

Repeat 2nd row once, then 1st and 2nd rows once. 
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Proceed as follows; — 

1st row. — K.14, (wl. fwd.. K.2 tog.) twice. K.l, wl. fwd.. 
K.2 tog., K.2, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K. 17. 

2nd and alternate rows. — K.l, purl to last st.. K.l. 

3rd row. — K.l 5, (wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice. K.3. (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 6. 

5th row. — Increase once in first st., K.l 5, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice. K.2, wl. fwd., K.2 tog., K.l, (wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 3, increase once in next st., K.l. 

7th row.— K.18, (wl. fwd.. K.2 tog.) four times, K.l, 
(wl. fwd., K.2 tog.) twice, K.l 5. 

9th row. — K.16, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.3, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.17. 

11th row. — Increase once in first st., K.M. (K.2 tog., 
wl. fwd.) twice, K.5, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.16, 
increase once in next st., K.l. 

13th row.— K.15, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., K.l, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.20. 

15th row. — K.M, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, K.2, wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., slip 1, K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., wl. fwd., 
K.2 tog., wl. fwd., K.21. 



16th row. — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

Keeping centre panel in pattern, continue in plain, smooth 
fabric, increasing once at each end of needle in next and 
every following 6th row, until there arc 62 sts. on needle. 
Work 5 rows without shaping. 

Decrease once at each end of needle in every row until 
20 sts. remain. Cast off. 

Work another Sleeve in same manner. 

THE NECK-BAND. — Sew up shoulder seams. 

With right side of work facing and using No. 12 Needles, 
knit up 72 sts. evenly round neck. 

1st row. — K.2, ♦ P.1, K.l, repeat from * to end of row. 
Repeat this row once. Cast off in rib. 

TO MAKE UP COAT, — With a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Sew up sleeve seams. Sew in 
sleeves, placing scam to centre of undcr^arm. Thread 
ribbon through holes at waist. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with button^holes.

10th and alternate row«« — K.l, purl to last st., K.l. 

11th row. — K.l. K.2 tog., K.6, ♦ (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) 
twice, K.5, (K.2 tog., wl. fwd.) twice, * K.12, repeat from
